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the 41 yeare of Edward the third, in which 
Office heremained about foure yeares, and 
in March, in the yeare1371, being the 45 of 
King Edward the third, did deliver up the

1513- at whattimealſo his ſonne 
Thomas Howard was made Earle of Surrey, 1his 
Duke was advanced to that honour,in recompence 
of the death of the King of Scots, and tor the good
